Atlanta leads all the Jarge postofficer 
in the United States in the percentage of 
increase in receipts for the month of Oc- 
tober, 1903, over the same month in 1902. 

A list of the postoffice records for Octo- 
ber of the fifty largest cities In the coun- 
trv was given out by the postoffice depart- 
ment at Washington yesterday, and these 
records were compared with those of the 
same cities for October of last year. 

The report shows that the postoffice re- 
ceipts for October, 1903, for Atlanta show 
an increase of 23.4 per cent over the same 
month of the preceding year. The Gate 
City leads her nearest rival, Lowell, 
Mass., by 3.2 per cent, while every other 
city in the country is practically out of 
the race for championship honors. In- 
dianapolis shows up comparatively well 
with an increase of 17.6; Seattle follows

Washington, November 12.—Democratic 
senators have determined to oppose the 
ratification of a canal treaty with the 
new republic of Panama, should the ad- 
ministration enter upon treaty negotia- 
tions with that committee. The demo- 
cratic steering committee is said to be 
unanimous in condemnation of the récog- 
nition the United States has given to the 
creation of a new government on the isth- 
mus, though the announcement has been 
made that no course of opposition has 
been definitely adopted. 

Tt has been learned upon the authority 
of a member of the democratic stetring 
committee that the sentiment of the com- 
mittee is to attack any effort to open 
negotiations with the new republic and 
go before the country in support of the 
Spooner act, to show the party is not 
antagonistic to the building of a canal. 
Tt is claimed that the law is on the side 
of the democratic programme inasmuch 
as the Spooner act fs a republican meas- 
ure. This act authorizes the president to 
proceed to the construction of a canal on 
the Nicaragua and Costa Rica rout@gin 
the event negotiations with Colombia are 
not concluded within a reasonable time 
for the Panama route. Late this after- 
noon the navy department receivéd the 
following cable dispatch from Rear Ad- 
mira] Glass, commanding the naval] forces 
on the isthmus: 

“Panama—Everything is quiet at Pan- 
ama. No sign of any dissatisfaction. It 
is reported that there are few Colombian 
troops at Buena Ventura. The Colom- 
bian gunboat Bogota sailed from Buena 
Ventura with troops aboard, but put back 
to port again. British steamers Manavi 
and Quito were unmolested.” 

The British steamers referred to are 
understood to be the vessels which, for 
a short time, were detained by the Co- 
lombian government at Buena Ventura 
with a view to their use as tranSports 
for carrying troops to the isthmus, but 
which were subsequently released.

News of Panama's Secession 
Stirs People of Cartagena 
and of Barranquilla 


UNITED STATES CONSUL 
STONED BY POPULACE 


Fearing Violence, the Consul Entered 
the Consulate and Remained 
Shut Up—Fears Are Enter- 
tained for the Safety 
cf Americans. 


Colon, November 12.—The Royal Mail 
steamer Orinoco arrived here today bring- 
ing news of General Torres and the Co- 
lombian troops he took from here after 
the proclamation of the republic of 
Panama. 

On the arrival of General Torres and 
his troops at Cartagena, the news of 
events on the isthmus quickly spread 
and caused excitement. Genera] Torres 
and his officers were threatened with ar- 
rest as traitors, but the threat was not 
put into effect. The populace, greatly 
excited, soon crowded the streets crying: 
“Down with the Americans.”’ 

United States Consul Ingersoll, fearing 
violence, remained shut up in the con- 
e@late. 

The excitement at Barranquilla increased 
with the spreading of the news of the 
secession of the isthmus, which was sup- 
plemented by exaggerated accounte of 
the alleged part played by the United 
States therein. Panama's declaration of 
independence was read from a newspaper 
by the prefect to‘ crowd assembled in 
the plaza and was greeted by furious 
cries and shouts of “death to the Pan- 
amans,” and “death to the Americans.” 

The prefect following the reading by 
@ speech, in which he declared that the 
Colombian government would never per- 
mit the secession of the isthmus and the 
loss of the territory at any cost. The 
crowd at the plaga indulged in many 
extravagant threats.

Revolution a Success... .- 

What most Impresses all observers of. 
the present situation on the Isthmus of 
Panama is ‘the complete success of the 
secession movement and the orderly con- 
tinuance of affairs since the change of 
government. All governmental fune- 
tions have so far been carried on with 
complete success and the unanimous feel- 
ing throughout the district of Panama’ 
in favor of the new government ifs far 
beyond what its promoters anticipated. 
The municipal and provincial laws and 
regulations which existed under the leg- 
islation of Colombia have been continued 
without any practical change. P. Melen- 
dez, the new civil and military governor 
of Colon, expressed his full realization 
of what Panama owed to the United 
States, calling that country “the new re- 
public's powerful and generous godmoth- 
er.” 

Regarding the mission of General Reyes, 
Governor Melendez said: 

“A telegram has been received by the 
government of Panama that General 
Reyes is coming to the isthmus in the 
hope of saving Colombia’s honor, and !s 
ready on: behalf of the Colombi..n gov- 
ernment to promise Panama all conces- 
sions and considerations. The Panama 
government, however, has answered that 
unless General Reyes comes ready to 
recognize the new republic <nu accredited 
to it as the Colombian envoy he will not 
be received.” 


May Arrest Reyes. 

Governor Melendez further said that he 
would arrest General Reyes on his ar- 
rival here unless he immediately accepted 
Panama's stipulations. 

It is apparent that United States war 
ships wil] not permit any movement by 
cea of armed forces. Governor Melendez 
tried to send 25 armed men to Porto 
Bello, but they were stopped by the 
I’nited States gun boat Nashville and

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ate is now assured. Provided, of course, 
the republicans control the next legisla- 


ture of Indiana. 
The last of the senatorial aspirants to 


read aright the signs af the times is Gov- 
ernor Winfield T. Durbin, who has just 
authorized the statement that he will not 
be a camiidate against Senator Beveridge. 
He gives the usual “in the interest of 
party harmony” excuse—that which has 
served many another man who, after 
feeling the popular pulse, has come to the 
conclusion that it is unwise to get in the 
way of a political cyclone. 

Governor Durbin has for some time been 
listening to the buzzing of a senatorial 
* bee. He belongs to the Fairbanks ring 
which Beveridge had to smash to get into 
the senaie—is, in faet, one of the ring 
\¢aders. When he was elected to the gov- 
*rnorship by a rousing majority, the 
Hoosier wiseacres were loud in their pre- 
fictions that it was ‘all off’ with young 
Mr. Beveridge; what Win Durbin would 
do to that gentleman was described in 
Indiana parlance “a plenty’’—and it did 
look as if the ring was again so safely 
fnfrenched in the sd@@le that it would have 
no trouble in sending to the senate any 
man it might select. Because Durbin’ was 
the foremost Fairbanks man, because he 
was governor, and because he was known 
to harbor the ambition to succeed Bev- 
eridge, he was quite naturally picked by 
the prophets to win. 

An Accident? 

It looked easy. According to thp ring 
way of thinking, Beveridge was an acci- 
dent. He had won his place by what was 
considered a fluke and without asking 
‘by your leave’ of the old political lead- 
ers who had kept him from going as dele- 
gate to the St. Louis national convention 
in 1896, and. later, had respectfully, but 
firmly, declined to let him go to the legis- 
Jature. When he said ne would be a can- 
di@ate for the United States senate they 
laughed, but how he turned the laugh on 
Fairbanks and Steele and the rest of the 
old crowd who had nursed the fond de- 
lusion that their dictum was law to the 
party is now a matter of history. 

Then they began to set up the pins to 
prevent his reelection. It looked political- 
ly easy after Durbin was elected to the 
g0vernorship and had all the state pat- 
ronage at his disposal—so easy that sev- 
eral other eminent republicans, as well 
as the governor, began feeling of the 
folks. Each of these eminent gentlemen, 
and all of them, failed, however, to take 
into account several things. 

What Beveridge Has Done. 

For one, that Beveridge would sustain 
himself in the senate, as he has unques- 
tionably dpne. Democrats ngay criticise, 
but from the republican vtewpoint the 
junior senator from Indiana has undoubt- 
edly taken @ high stand. His republican 
associates Bave learned to admire him 
tor his forcefulness and ability. When he 
jumped to the front ag a hold-the-Philip- 
pines-and-grab-everything-else expansion- 
ist, a great many of the older republican 
fenators were inclined to jump on him and 
criticise him as a dangerous firebrand;

Payne’s Cuban Bill. . 

Mr. Payne today introduced in the house 
a bill making effective the Cuban reci- 
procity treaty. The méasure provides: 

“That whenever the president of the 
United States shall receive satisfactory 
evidence that the republic of Cuba has 
made provision to give full effect to the 
articles of the convention between the 
United States and the republic of Cuba, 
he is hereby authorized to issue his proc- 
lamation declaring that he has received 
such evidence of interpretation on the 
tenth day after exchange of ratifications 
of such convention between the United 
States and the republic of Cuba, and s0 
Jong as the said convention shall remain 
in force all articles of merchandise and 
soil of the republic of Cuba. which are 
now imported into the United States free 
of duty, shal] cositinue to be so admitted 
free of duty and all other articles of mer- 
chandise being the product of the coil 
or industry of the republic of Cuba im- 
ported into the United States, shall be 
admitted at a reduction of 20 per centum 
of the rates of duty thereon, ag provided 
by the tariff act of the United States, ap- 
proved July 24, 1897, or as may be pro- 
vided by any tariff law of the United 
States subsequently enacted. The rates 
of duty herein granted by’ the United 
States to the republic of Cuba are and 
shall continue during the term of said 
convention preferential in respect to all 
like imports from other countries; pro- 
vided that while said convention is in 
force, no sugar imported from the repub- 
lic of Cuba and being the product of the 
soil or industry of the republic of Cuba 
shal) be admitted into the United States 
at a reduction of duty greater than 20 
per centum of the rates of duty thereon 
as provided by the tariff act of The United 
States approved July 24, 1897, and no 
sugar, the product of any other foreign 
country, shall be admitted by treaty or 
convention into the United States, while 
this convention is in force at a lower 
rate of duty than that provided by the 
tariff act of the United States, approy- 
ed July 24, 1897, and provided that noth- 
ing herein contained shall be 
held or construed as an ad- 
miseion on the part of the house of 
representatives that customs duties can 
be changed otherwise than by an act 
of congress originating in said house.”’ 

The second section provides, améng 
other things, ‘‘that articles of the repuo- 
lic of Cuba shall receive, on their im- 
portation into the ports of the United 
States, treatment equal to that which 
similar articles of the United States shal! 
receives, on their importation into the 
-ports of the republic of Cuba.”

In discussing the announced 
conclusions of the secretary of agricul- 
ture, Mr. BSlayden says: 

“t have profound respect for the abill- 
ty and character of Mr. Wilson, and, 
therefore, I regret to have to differ from 
him. What he suggests is not practica- 
ble—at least not entirely so. Whether 
cotton is planted early or late in Texas 
doeg not, as a rule, depend upon the will 
of the planter. The season regulates that, 


and the season in Texas cannot be regu- 


lated. The weevil did millions of dollars 


,of damage in south and central Texas 
this year in August and September, dur- 


ing which months cotton continues to 
In my opinion, the 
state of Texas had adopted the right 
course in offering a reward for a com- 
plete remedy for this distressing situa- 
tion. Our state has offered a reward of 
$50,000, open to the world, for the dis- 
covery of any practicable method of de- 


stroying the weevil. 


“Suppose the federal government were 
to offer five times as much, would it not 
stimulate men of science to even greater 
exertion? I am told that when the vifie- 
yards of France were in danger from an 


insect, a reward of $100,000 was offered 
for the finding of a remedy, and that it 


was found. Whether that is true or not, 
I don’t know, But it doesn’t matter. We 
can make precedents in this country. 
‘Such a course would not reflect on the 
able corps of scientists in the depart- 
ment of agriculture, whose time is s0 
fully occupied with other matters that 
what study they can give to the cotton 
boll weevil is a mere incident. Mr, Hud- 
son, president of the San Antonio and 
Aransas Pass Railway Company, in Tex- 
as—and ft is not one of the very impor- 
tant cotton hauling roads—told me a few 


days ago that approximately 100,000 bales 


of cotton had been ‘eaten up on the line 
of his road alone this year. That means 
a loss of $5,000,000 to the farmers, and 
proportionately large sums to the trans- 
portation lines, ginners and others. 
“Half a million dollars would be a tri- 
fling sum for the government to pay to 


exterminate this pest, and if no extermi- 


nator was found, no reward would be 


paid.

In the cotton manufacturing 
industry between 1890 and 1900 wages of 
both men and women increased in the 
Néw England states, but showed little 
change in the south. There was an itr 
crease of wages of both men and women 
in the woolen industry in New England. 
In dyeing and finishing 
was an increase for males in the“New 
England states and decrease in the middle 
States. For females there was, little 
change. In the agricultural implement 
occupations, involving mainly the central 
states, increases of wages have eceurred 
with few exceptions. Wages in furniture 
factories declined in the middle siates. 
Slight increases are reported in the tum- 
ber and planing mills in central and Pa+- 
cific states. Rates in car shops fell: ‘In 
the foundries and metal working industry 
there appears to have ben little: varia- 
Wages are highest in the 
Pacific and lowest in the southef® states. 
The*report gives returns from blast fur- 
naces, puddling furnaces, rolling *mills, 
bessemer converters and open hearth fur- 
naces, Owing to the prevalence ‘of turn 
or tour duty in this industry thé rates 
given are for two weeks’ work ingtead of 
a single week. In the middle states the 
middle half were paid at rates from $15 
to $27 in 1900, and from $15 to’$28 in 
1890, for the two weeks’ work; in the 
southern states the middle range at Doth 
periods is from $!3 to $26, and in the 
central at both periods the rates are 


about the same, the middle half 

from $2! to $30 in 1900 and fen ante 
$3! in 1890. Wages in bakeries showed 
little change." Wages in breweries indi- 
cate an increase during the decade. Cigar 
factory wages are practically unchanged 
in New England, but considerably higher 
in the middle states. Clothing factories 
indicate a decrease for men and a less 
marked decrease for women. Glass fac- 
tory rates have increased and flour mill 
wages show practically no change.

Early Last Night 


Pagett Was in Burnett’s Yard When 
He Received the Wounds—Row 
Was Over Money Alleged 
To Be Due Young Pagett 
for Work.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., November 12.—(Special.)— 
With a bullet buried in his body so deep 
that the surgeon's probe has not, so far, 
been able to find it, W. T. Pagett is in 
a critical, probably dying, condition at 
the city hospital. 

Pagett’s wound was inflicted tonight 
shortly after dark by John Burnett, boss 
carder at the Bibb mills. 

Pagett and a minor son had been work- 
ing at the Bibb mills under’ Burnett. 
Some two or three weeks ago young 
Pagett and Burnett had a dispute as to 
the lad’s time. The boss carder had 
given the boy less time than the boy 
claimed, and a quarrel] resulted. The 
elder Pagett took up the row, and began 
abusing Burnett, who made every effort 
to avoid trouble, so those conversant with 
the conditions assert. 

Tonight Pagett went to Burnett's home, 
in East Macon, and, knocking on the 
door, asked for Burnett. Burnett quickly 
discovered Pagett was drinking. and re- 
fused him admission to his home. Pagett 
insisted on coming in and talking to Bur- 
nett about the disagreement, but Bur- 
nett closed his door and refused to en- 
tertain his visitor. This angered Pagett, 
and through the closed door he abused 
Burnett lou§$ly and emphatically. Bur- 
nett picked up his pistol, and, leaving his 
house by the back door, started around 
the house toward the front. Pagett dis- 
covered that Burnett was coming around 
the house, and, leaving the front door, 
went to meet him. 

In the yard the men passed a few words, 
Pagett all the time advancing toward 
Burnett. When Pagett was within a short 


pistol and fired at his adversary three 
times. The first two bullets missed Pagett, ‘ 
who continued his advance. The third 
bullet struck Pagett on the left nipple 
and penetrated the body at that point.

DESPERATE ATTACKS 
ON NON-UNION CREWS 


One Man Has His Back Broken. 
Company Unable To Kun Cars. 
There Is Some Talk of In- 
tervention by the Fed- 
eral Government.

Chicago. November !2.—Constant scenes 
of disorder over a district approximately 
$0 square miles in extent resulted today 
from the inauguration of a strike by the 
employees of one of the two principal 
surface street railway companies in 
Chicago. All along the lines wherever 
cars were started strike sympathizers 
made desperate onslaughts om the crews, 
beginning at dawn of day and continuing 
as long as cars remained on the tracks. 
The tie-up was made complete. 

A number of cars were wrecked and that 
no person was killed is no fault of the 
rioters. One man had his back broken and 
the first shot of the strike was fired at 
Wentworth avenue and West Sixty-rmnth 
hundred 


street, where a mob of several 


persons tried to hold up a train. 

Many persons, chiefly non-union street 
car men, were injured by flying stones or 
splintered glass, Two women were among 
those hurt. 

Many Non-Union Men Injured. 

Excepting a few dozen passengers who 
had to fiee from the cars, the 300,000 
daily patrons of the company were forced 
to all sorts of other methods in order to 
get down town and back. 

With faces and hands bleeding frog the 
attacks of the strikers, motormen, grip 
men and conductors who tried to run 
trains returned to the barns and refused 
to go out again unless the trains bore 
Platoons of police or patrol wagons were 
alongside. ; 

The police confined efforts to seeing 
that the passage of cars from the barns 
Was unobstructed and that crowds and 
blockades in the streets were quickly 
cleared. This was done under orders 
from Mayor, Carter H. Harrison, whose 
announced purpose was tO preserve an 
impartial attitude, taking sides neither 
for nor against the strikers nor the’street 
ear company, while, though known as the 
Chicago City Railway Company, is a pri- 
vate corporation, tbe lines of which ex- 
tend-through the south side of the city 
vadiating from the business center. 

Developments regarding the attitude of 
the municipal administration hinge large- 
ly upon a new official's, Herman Schuet- 
tler, who today, under appointment from 
the mayor, assumed the duties of agsis- 
tant chief of police. He will be in direct 
charge of police arrangements during the 
contesf. Schuettler is the man who track- 
ed and arrested Anarchist Louis Lingg 
after the Hay Market riot and subse- 
quently sent Adolph Luetgert, the wealthy 
sausage man. to die in the penitentiary 
under conviction for wife murder. Schu- 
ettler has a remarkablg record for per- 
s0nal daring and astuteness. 

As to Federal Intervention. 

Possibilities of federal intervention un- 
der certain contingencies are being dis- 
cussed. The situation in this respect, was 
outlined today by Postmaster Coyne. He 
said: 

“Thus far there is no cause for alarm 
as to the mail] service. It is true trains 
have ben delayed but that is not serious 
pnough to report to Washington. The 
atreet car company owns the mail cars 
and by contract, is ebliged to run them 
in separate trains and deliver mail at 
Specified points. There is no ground for 
objections against the company sending 
out mall trains between passenger trains. 
What else can the company do? If se- 
rious delay occurs we will report the 
fact to Washington and act on instruc- 
tions from the posta] department.” 

Before nightfall President Hamilton 
and Genera] Counsel Bliss, of the railway 
company, after endeavoring to operate 
cars in defiance of the strike of its train- 
men, announced after a conference with 
Mayor Harrison that the attempt would 
We abandoned for the day. The railway 
officials say that 30 per cent of their em- 
ployees are loyal and if accorded suffi- 
cient protection by the police department 
they will be able to operate their cars. 
A further effort to run cars, each accom- 
panied by a squad of police in a patrol 
wagon, will, it is expected, be made to- 
morrow. 

The strike is the outgrowth of persistent 
efforts for increased wages and exclusion 
of nonunion employees. Today about 
3,000 men, practically the entire force of 
the company’s wage earners, were idle, 
the number of men at any time running 
cars being but a smal] fraction of the 
number usually at work. The company’s 
stationery firemen, who also have pre- 
sented demands upon the company for in- 
creased wages, and to whom the train- 
mén look for assistance, have declined to 
Eo out.

One 
of the important results of the meeting 
was the creation of a mixed special com- 
mittee of six members, three from each 
race, to carry the plans and conclusions 
into effect, to lay the matter before con- 
gress, to gather material and to aid 4s a 
permanent body in the solution of the 
race problem.

The white members of the commission 
selected are the Rev. Dr. Dean Richmond 
Babbitt. of Brooklyn; the Rev. Dr. Mayo, 
of Boston, and George -C\ Gorham, of 
Washington. mh 

To Solve Race Problem. 

The colored members of the commls- 
sion are Jesse Lawson, president of the 
Soclological Society; Professor Kelly 
Miller and Daniel Murray, of Washing- 
ton. This commission is to cooperate with 
any cOmmission which may be appointed 
by the federal government and to assist 
plans, arguménts and 
for the solution of the race 
problem before the general public and 
nefore the government. The resolutions

government to afford adequate and equal 
protection to each and every citizen in the 
ful] enjoyment of avery right guaranteed 
by the constitution and by the laws of 
the land and that the perpetuity of the 
republic is dependent upon fidelity to this 
principle.

Health Board Sek Dr, Gib- 
son To Do the Work 


House-to-House Visits To Be Made. 
If Resistance Is Offered, the Par- 
ties Can Be Arrested and 
Imprisoned Under® the 
Laws of State.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., November 12.—(Special.)— 
The special committee of the state board 
of health—Drs. Westmoreland, Harris andl 
Williams—which has been in session here 
for three days past, after reviewing some 
“of the health conditions of the county, 
has put it up to the board of county com- 
missioners to improve the health condi- 
tions of Bibb or gtand the consequences. 
The health board was brought here by 
representations as to certain conditions 
Obtaining, and after a careful inspection 
and investigation declared that a compe- 
tent physician should be selected by the 
board to whom full authority and power 


to act in accordance with law should be [ 


delegated. In reaching thig conclusion 
the. health board was actuated by a de- 
sire to eradicate ali possibility as to a 
recurrence of contagious diseases which 
held sway, to a certain extent, here last 
ginter. The board of county commis- 
sioners convened this afternoon to give 
attention to the suggestions of the he€alth 
department, and without a dissenting 
voice selected Dr. O. C, Gibson, one of 
the thirty physicians, to see that the sug- 
gestions of the state board were carried 
out. Dr. Gibson will relieve the county 
physician of the work indicated by the 
commissioners in making the selectiOn, 
but will have power to call on that physi- 
clan at any time for help or advice. 

Assuming the duties indicated by the 
health board ,Dr. Gibson wili tomorrow 
morning begin house to house vaccina- 
tion throughout the city and county. He 
is authorized to hire such help for vaccl 
nation work as he may want at the rate 
of $10 a day. Acting under the state law, 
Dr. Gibson has authority to enforce vac- 
cination. It is within his«province to 
cause the arrest and incarceration of any 
one who refuses to allow the use of tir 
vaccine point 

Dr. Gijson has had charge of the isola- 
tion hospitaj here during the run of cof- 
tagious diseases and is fully competent 
for the work in hand. He will start upok 
his duties tomorrow morning.

that exists and are badly frightened there-

Prove that not only private Soldiers but 
officers wearing the czar’s uniform have 
fomented revolution—chiefly by distribut- 


3 ing inflammatory tracts among their com- 


rades. One or two of these instances 
the war minister mentions In his circu- 
lar to the commanders, although for the 
most part M. Kuropatkin ocoupies himself 
with the attempts from outside to breed 
discontent in the army. The war minis- 
ter’s letter, by the way, was specially 
marked ‘‘secret.”” and the fact that its 
contents have become public property is 
enough by itself to prove that discipline 
is a long way from being perfect in the 
army of the bear. 

Acording to M. Kuropatkjin, the military 
authorities discovered that propaganda 
Was being carried on by the goldiers of 


| the Sixty-fifth infantry at Moscow, the 


Sixty-sixth infantry of Boutyrski, and 
the Twenty-first Dragoons of Bialorous- 
Ski, and that incendiary manuscripts had 
been written, and many of them even 
lithographed at the military headquar- 
ters themselves. One of these Was enti- 
tled ‘The Pater Noster of a Soldier’ and 
its purpose was to incite the fank and 
file against their commanders. 
The War Minister's Charge. 

And here are the exact. words of the 
war minister concerning another case: 

“It Was ascertained,” he says, ‘“‘that a 
Propaganda had been organized among 
the soldiers of the Ekaterinoslay regi- 
ment of grenadiers of the imperial guard. 
This propaganda came. not from the out- 


| Side and from persons who were stran- 


gers to the army, but from the soldiers 
themselves, and the chief of the organiza- 
tion Was a soldier of the said regiment, 
named Alchansky. He-had concealed the 
fact that he was entitled to a shorter pe- 
Tiod of militaty service s0 as to be 
able to continue for a longer time his 
work of propaganda among <Ahe sol- 
diers. While he was. with the regiment, 
Alchansky energetically propagated revo- 
lutionary ideas in his personal conversa- 
tions with the other soldiers, and also by 
distributing a great number of pamph-. 
lets, proclamations, etc. A considerable 
number of soldiers collaborated with him. 
Others, while not taking any’ active part 
in his efforts, tolerated this propaganda. 
It must be observed that among the 
persons who are accused of instigating 
the agrarian disturbances jin the south- 
ern governments there is a certain sub- 
lieutenant of the One hundred and thirty- 
third regiment of infantry named Pass- 
ko. He was convicted and he confessed 
that he had distributed among the: peas- 
ants of the government of Poltava differ- 
ent pamphlets and proclamations of a 
criminal character. These examples do 
not, probably, exhaust the list of cases 
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which might be quoted as having taken 
Place of late, and which illustrate the 
fact that, by one Means or another, 
Propaganda has penetrated within the 
army.”’ 

They do not exhaust it, indeed! In 
fact, it is known that two socialistic or- 
ganizations exist among Russian officers, 
though the authorities have not yet been 


‘oer to gain sufficient information re- 
garding them to justify arrests. One of 
} these organizations is called “The Army 
League,’ and the object is nothing less 
than to abolish the autocratic form of 
sovernment, while the other. “‘The Mili- 
tary Revolutionary Organization,’ 
preaches open socialism and is believed to 
be conducting an active campaign among 
the troops. It is known, too hat dis- 
loyalty exists ‘in the navy, for it was 
found lately that sévera] members of an 
agitation committee Which was attempt- 
ing to influence the soldiers of the gatri- 
son of Krasnoyarsk had been appointed 
directly by the sailor at Sevastopol. 
Quite recently, too, the “Hetman” of the 
Cossacks was warmed by the Russian war 
office to beware against the propagation 
of revolutionary doctrines in the army 
and it has been observed here that if it 
is necessary to protect the Cossacks 
against the taint of European revolu- 
tionary ideas, the infection must be wide- 
Spread indeed.

To test individua] loyalty the au- 
thorities have had printed » flood of in- 
fiammatory literature generally similar 
to that issued by the SOcialistic organ- 
izations, and police agents in the guise 
of anarchistic representatives have can- 
vassed various army posts, judiciously 
Gistributing this printed matter and leav- 
ing nothing undone to ascertain minutely 
the opinions of all grades of soldiers. 

In spite of the precautions taken by 
the government in laying its trap, the 
scheme leaked out and within a few days 
After the police agents’ visita the revolu- 
tionary documents were in their hands 
again, surrendered to the authorities by 
soldiers who ‘‘felt it their duty’ to give 
information. The few who failed to turn 
in the seditious papers at Once, either 
have been arrested or have been placed 
under the closest surveillance by the po- 
lice. 

Within a few days further distributions 
have been made, this time actually by the 
sccial democrats, but so wary have the 
soldiers become that many of the men 
known to have anarchistic leanings have 
promptly informed the police of the dis- 
tributions and turned over the contraband 
literature. 

As the Russian forces stand such 
abject fear of their 4hiefs, it diffi- 
cult to determine exactly how much this 
extraordinary disaffection has undermined 
discipline. No outbreaks have occurred 
and the higher officers apparently are 
uncorrupted, hut the recent actions of 
the government indicate that it Is taking 
no chances, and almost everyone con- 
nected with the service is more or les 
under the eye of trusted police spies.

ZAR BADLY SCARED 
BY DISAFFECTION IN THE RUSSIAN ARMY 


| which only can despotism continue its 
sway, may yield to the persistent exhor- 
tations of the socialists and, in the event 
of uprisings, take sides with the people 
That this fear is a long way from being 
groundless is proven by the recent pub- 
lication in The Petite Republique, the 
Parsian socialist organ, of two revolu- 
tionary manifestoes dated in April and 
August of ths year, which emanate di- 
rectly from the “Military Revolutionary 
Organization’’—the more courageous of 
the two secret societies known to exist 
among the officers of the Russjan army. 
The first of these, which is addressed to 
officers, refers to the universal discon- 
tent in the country of the czar and to 
the “‘shameless clique’’ which governs 
Russia in the name of Nicholas II, and 
then urges commanders to “fulfill their 
sacred duty by refusing to lead their sol- 
diers in the fratricidal war against their 
fellow-countrymen.” 

The second manifesto, addressed to “he 
rank and file, breathes a similar spirit 
and dwells especially upon the bonds that 
unite the soldier with the peasant and 
working class brethren. It goes on to 
assert that “among the superior officers 
are many who are perfectly conscious 
of the odious part they are obliged to 
play. They are not’. sure, however, 
whether their men are with them or 
against them. But, whatever may be 
the views of the officer in command, it 
is not he who aims and fires, but you 
yourselves, the soldiers. It therefore de- 
pends entirely upon you not to fire.” 

Evading Milftary Service. 

While the authorities have been busy 
trying to control the troops who already 
wear the Russian uniform, 'the enlist- 
ment officers have been uncovering one 
of the most remarkable schemes for as- 
sisting individuals to evade military ser- 
vice discovered in the history of the em- 
pire and a special court martial, sitting 
at Odessa, has just found four men 
guilty of monstrous practices. 

For years this quartet, which has flour- 
ished under the name of Krik & Co., has 
been getting rich by. performing upon 
young men liable for military service 
surgical operations, the results of which 
insured their being rejected by the army 
Organized through- 
out southern Russia this gang has mu- 
tilated, in some cases fatally, Scores of 
perfectly sound young men who, to escape 
the dreaded military conscription.® paid 
the maimers liberally. 

Equipped with almost every instrument 
and appliance known to modern surgery 
the band was able to do permanent in- 
jury to almost any organ or to inoculate 
any system with incurable diseases. One 
favorite treatment was the inhaling of 
strong chloride fumes which produced 
bronchitis, while other applicants were 
given a course of such powerful cathar- 
tics that their constitutions were perma- 
nently ruined in bringing about the de- 
sired appearance of anaemia. 

In other cases castor oll was admin- 
istered to produce catarrh of the stom- 
ach which another injury favored by 
many was that of destroying the ear 
drum either by pfercing it with a sharp 
instrument or placing in the ear a caus- 
tic solution of carbolic acid. The gang 
also had means of producing artificial 
leprosy. 

High Prices Paid for Disease. 

The prices demanded by Krik & Co. for 
even the simplest injuries were high 
enough to insure the rapid wealth of the 
eperator. On the trial a soldier swore 
that he and his relatives had raised 350 
roubles or about $160 to pay for making 
him anaemic, while another recruit whose 
ear drum had been pierced was obliged to 
produce 300 before the band would con- 
sent to operate. 

Krik, the leader of the gang, recelved 
the heaviest sentence, being condemned 
to lifelong loss of all rights. state and 
personal, as well as two and a half years’ 
confinment in a military prison. Davido- 
vich, Krik’s first assistant, and Melnit- 
chanski, who did most of the operating, 
each received two years’ imprisonment 
with life loss of all rights, while the 
fourth man, Kabatnikoff, who acted as 
agent between the firm and its patients, 
was sentenced to six months’ hard labor.

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CZAR SHOCKED 
BY BLOODSHED 


Dismisses General Drago- 
moiff Who Fired on 
Kieff Rioters. 


Moscow, November !2.—General Drago- 
moiff, the retired governor general of 
Kieff. has left here for his cstates, the 
ezar having no further use for his ser- 
vices. 

The circumstances of the summary dls- 
missal of General Dragomoiff have just 
leaked out. They strikingly flustrate the 
humanitarian ideas of the Russian ruler. 
Dragomoiff, who enjoyed unbounded favor 
at court, and was the most popular man 
in the Russian army, lost favor and his 
office because he did not show moderation 
in quelling the recent strike riots at 
Kieff which practically involved all the 
working people of the town. Fearing 
that the strikers might cause a repetition 
of the Kishineff scenes, Dragomoilff 
called out the artillery and gaused a 
wholesale slaughter of the rioters. It is 
said that several hundred of them were 
killed. When the czar heard the fact he 
at once dismissed Dragomoiff with the 


words: 
“T cannot have that man at Kieff any 


longer. His hands are stained with 


human blood.”’

Paris, November 12.—One of the great- 
est triumphs of dirigible ballooning was 
achieved today by the Lebaudy brothers, 
whose air ship in one hour and thirty- 
five minutes covered the 46 miles separ- 
ating Moisson and the Champ de Mars, 
Paris. The balloon attained an extraor- 
dinarily high speed, dashing through the 
air sometimes at the rate of 2-3 of a 
mile a minute, the mean speed being 29 
miles an hour.

Pius X Holds His First Pub- 
lic Consistory, 


His Holiness Was Clad in Full Pon- 
tifical Robes, and When He 
Appeared There Were Cries 
of “Long Live the 
Pontiff.” 


Rome, November !2.—Pope Pius X held 
his first public consistory today. Five 


cardinals, including the papal secretary 
of state, Merry del Val, received their 


red hats. 

The holding of the first public consistory 
under the new pontificate and conferring 
of the red hat on the papal secretary of 
state, Merry del Val, were circumstances 
so exceptional that considerable excite- 
ment pervaaed the whole apostolic pal- 
ace. 

At an early hour the thoroughfares 
ieading to the vatican were crowded with 
cabs carrying thousands of persons hurry- 
ing to secure good positions from which 
to witness the solemn function while 
cardinals and other prelates and the vari- 
ous personages attached to the papal 
court drove up in heavy old-fashioned 
carriages, and were received with the 
usual honor by the papal guards. 

The cermonies begun at 10:30 o’clock, 
when the five cardinals who were to re- 
ceive the red hat, Mgr. Merry del Val, 
Mer. Callegari, the archbishop of Padua; 
Mer. Ajute, the papal nuncio at Lisbon; 
Mer. Tallani, the papal nuncio at Vienna, 
and Mgr. Katschthaler, the archbishop of 
Salzburg, Austria, went to the Sistine 
chapel*to take the oath before Cardinal 
Oreglia, Rampolla and Vacchi, heads of 
the three orders of the sacred college. 
Mer. Merry del Val and Mgr. Callegari 
wore their red robes for the first time 
and all the group of prelates formed a 
most striking picture, the effect being 
heightened by the incomparable singing of 
the Sistine choir, directed by the abbe 


perosl. 
Arrival of the Pope. 

Meanwihle the corridors through which 
the cortege was to pass and the Sala 
Regia, where the consistory was held, 
were filled to overflowing. 

When the audience had begun to feel 
the strain of waiting a distant murmur, 
gradually enlarging into distinct phrases 
of acclamation advised. those who 0c- 
cupied the Sala Regia that the pope was 
approaching. A moment or 80 later the 
whole gorgeous picture burst upon their 
view a rousing a perfect storm of ap- 
plause and strong cries of ‘Long live the 
pontiff,” which continued until the pope 
descended from the s¢edia gestatorla on 
which he had been borne. 

Naturally there were comparisons of 
Pius with the late Pope Leo XIII. Only 
a few months ago the figure which the 
occupied the sedia cestatoria Was fail 
and bowed, more like a spirg than a man. 
Now the pontiff€ was a strong, living 
personality. 

His holiness was clothed in full pon- 
tifical robes, with the mitre, an immense 
emerald, sparkling on his finger as he 
raised his hand to bless the assemblage. 
Preceding him were the celebrated Swiss 
guards, the cardinals coming close behind 
them. The noble guards came next es- 
corting the pontiff, who was led by a 
train of priests, monks and court lay- 
men, at the end of the procession being 
another detachment of guards. 

The pontiff seated hynself on the throne 
at the end of the hall while the cardinal 
went to their stalls on either sides with 
the bishops at the left. 

Intense silence then fell over the as- 
sembled throng and then the new car- 
dinals were introduced by the master of 
ceremontes, who while they knelt one by 
one before the pope, they held a cardi- 
nal’s hat over their heads. Therupon the 
pontiff, with real emotion, repeated the 
usual formula, in Latin, used on such oc- 
caslons, after which he embraced the five 
cardinals tenderly. 

The newly honored prelates then @g0se 
and went to each of their brother cardi- 
nals and gave and received the usual fra- 
ternal embrace, the choir in the mean- 
while singing softly. 

The Papal Benediction. 

Whén the ceremony of the exchange of 
embraces was ended the pope rose, be- 
stowed the papal benediction on all pres- 
ent and then withdrew, the halls and 
loggias echoing with aclamations as he 
passed on his wy to his apartments. 

After returning thanks the _ Sistine 
chapel, the new cardinals, with the other 
cardinals, retired to the hall of the con- 
sistory to hold a supplementary secret 
consistory., during which the pope grant- 
ed them the privilege of participating and 
speaking at meetings of the congrega- 
tions, placed the cardinal’s ring on their 
fingers and made each of them a titular 
bishop of a church in Rome. 

It was only today that the pope signed 
the brief officially appointing Cardinal 
Merry del Val secretary of state and 
making him a member of the congrega- 
tions of rites and of extraordinary eccle- 
siastical affairs. 

Among the Americans who were pres- 
ent at the public consistory were the stu- 
dents of the American college with Vice 
Rector Murphy, Bishop Labrecque, of 
Chicoutimi, Quebec, and Father Meyer, 
assistant general of the Jesuits. 

The sisters of the pope sat in the box 
set aside for the family of the pontiff. 
They were dressed entirely in black, with 
black veils, acording to etiquette. They 
seemed to be quite overcome at seeing 
their brother in the midst of such pomp 
and adulation and several times were seen 
to wipe away tears. One of the sisters 
said after the ceremony: 

“To see how the pope is loved repays 
me for the sacrifice of not living with 
him any more.”

An Indicative Southern View. 

One of the most conservative and 
representative “old south” journals of 
Dixie is The New Orleans Picayune. 
Speaking of the Panama transforma- 
tion act, it says: 

What has-been done in the matter of 
Panama is a most high-handed and whol- 
ly unauthorized proceeding, and it is go- 
ing to bring upon President Roosevelt 
most violent attacks from the democrat- 
ic side of congress, but it is doubtful if 
there is a man in the democratic south 
who has cherished the hopes of seeing an 
American interoceanic ship canal con- 
summated in the present generation, that 
will fail to justify the grab. 

The Constitution has endeavored to 
show, without passion or partisanship, 
that what has been done does not rise, 
upon present advices, to the dignity 
of “a most high-handed and wholly un- 
authorized proceeding.” As to its 
high-handedness, it was a prompt re- 
ply to an urgent appeal by the repre- 
sentatives of a people who had re- 
volted en masse and proclaimed that 
they had severed “the political bands 
which had united them to another” 
power. They had set up a de facto 
government, after the Latin-American 
fashion, under a provisional junta, just 
as the south set up a provisional gov- 
ernment in Montgomery before any 
election by the people could have been 
held. Was it high-handed to recog- 
nize the actual] fact of the existence of 
that condition? ; 

At the time the recognition was 
made there were no Colombian offi- 
cials, soldiers or symbols of authority 
anywhere on the isthmus. If Colombia 
had lost her sovereignty completely in 
fact, was it incumbent to treat with 
her on the basis of her paper title to 
it, which was all that remained to 
her? 

These are either fine or coarse 
points of diplomacy, as you choose to 
look at them, but the graver and de- 
termining matter was the existence on 
the isthmus of our right to guard and 
keep intact peaceably the _ transit 
across the isthmus, and, more import- 
ant still, our interest in our - priority 
rights as to the interoceanic canal. 
The Picayune bluntly and truthfully, 
says that, with those interests in mind, 
“it is doubtful if there is a man in the 


democratic south * * * that will | 


fail to justify the grab.” 

It is a reversion to the axiom, “Vox 
populi, vox dei.” The dog in the man- 
ger is always in jeopardy of being 
kicked through the hay window. Co- 
lombia’s time to go through the trajec- 
tory of the grand bounce had come. 
She was doubly warned and only stif- 
fened her neck. Diplomacy gave her a 
last chance in the Hay-Herran treaty 
and Panama servéd notice on her 
months ago that her rejection of it 
would result in civil war. Colombia 
smiled and things happened. 

Now that Panama is independent, 
that Colombia is suing to be let into 
the situation again, and the canal can 
be secured at once on better terms 
than were ever before possible, we are 
inclined to believe The Picayune has 
hit the nail squarely on the head when 
it says the people of the south, even 
more than those of any other section, 
will rejoice in the situation and say to 
the government, “Let the bet go as it 
lays!”

In calling attention to the charge of 
Judge Felton to the Bibb county grand 
jury, The Albany Herald cordially in- 
dorses his remarks concerning the gam- 
bling evil in Macon ‘that ‘“‘the people 
could stop gambling if they wanted to 
do it.”

You advance to the center of 
the room and address the editor with 
the following countersign: ‘‘Bxtend the 
right hand about 2 feet from the body 
with the thumb and finger extended, 
chasping a $10 bill, which drop into the 
extended hand of the editor. At the same 
time say: ‘Were you looking for me” 
The editor will grasp at the hand and 
bill and. say: ‘You bet.’ After giving 
him news concerning your locality you 
will be permitted to retire with a re- 
ceipt.”’ 


The Department of Texas. 


(from the Houston. Tex.. Post.) 

The Atlanta Constitution is agitating 
the matter of the reestablishment of 
the military department of the gulf, em- 
bracing the south Atlantic and gulf states 
and having headquarters in Atlanta. Its 
Washington correspondent has written 
several articles showing the benefits 
which would accrue from such a move 
and intimating that General H. C. Cor- 
bin, recently appointed to the command 
of the department of the east, is heartily 
in favor of the plan. 

We thoroughly agree with The Consti- 
tution in the Opinion that the present de- 
partment of the east is much too large 
and unwieldy, comprising, as it does, 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Mass- 
achusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
New York, New Jersey, Delaware, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, District of Co- 
lumbia, West Virginia, Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Flori- 
da, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Porto Rico, with the islands and keys ad- 
jacent thereto, and with headquarters at 
New York. It is by far the largest of 
the eight departments into which the 
country is divided for military purposes, 
and its very size makes the transaction 
of business unnecesgarily slow even in 
these days of military red tape, when 
everything must be done “through the 
regular channels,” 

This being the case, we must also agree 
with The Constitution that it would be 
well to divide the department of the 
east in such @ way as to make the lower 
portion of it a separate department, with 
headquarters at the enterprising metrop- 
olis of Georgia. 

But that is as far as we can go. We 
fail to see the slightest reason why there 
should be any interference with Texas, 
which, under the present arrangement, 
is a department ir itself, with headquar- 
ters at San Antonio. The experiment 
was tried during the Spanish-American 
war. this state being temporarily attached 
to amother department and the head- 
quarters being abolished. But that the 
experiment was not satisfactory was 
shown by the fact that the old order of 
things was soon resumed. 

With its enormous length of coast line, 
having fortifications where they are need- 
ed, and its long chain of frontier army 
posts, it is plain that Texas has a suffi- 
clently large and extensive military estab- 
lishment to Warrant the most strenuous 
Opposition to any proposed change. We 
border on Mexico for hundreds of miles, 
and, while there is not the slightest rea- 
son to fear that we will ever become in- 
volved in a war with that country, it 
is plain that great importance attaches 
to the posts allready in existence—so 
much s0, in fact, that General Grant, 
the commander of the department, has 
Strongly recommended a material increase 
in their number. 

As we said before, we believe there is 
good reason for the suggestion that a 
new department be formed of the lower 
portion of the department of the east, and 
its headquarters placed at Atlanta. But 
we are unalterably opposed to any change 
in the existing order of things so far as 
Texas is concerned. The Georgia dele- 
gation in congress will, doubtless, take 
some steps in the matter this winter, 
and it is incumbent on our senators and 
representatives to see that Texas is not 
disturbed, whatever else is done.

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Whitwell Loses His Case in 
the United States Court 


He Asked for Treble Damages Under 
the Anti-Trust Act, Because 
the Tobacco Combine Re- 
fused ‘To Sell Him 
Goods. 


St. Paul, Minn., November i2.~The 
United States circuit court of appeals to- 
day handed down an opinion in the suit 
for treble damages brought by Joseph P. 
Whitwell, @ local tobacco dealer, against 
the Continental Tobacco Company, known 
as the tobacco trust, in which judgment 
is rendered in favor of the continental 
company. Judge Sanborne wrote the 
opinion, which was concurred in by 
Judges Thayer and Vandevanter. The 
opinion @ffirms the judgment of the 
Unjted States district court which held 
that the refusal of the tobacco trust to 
sell its manufactured product to Whit- 
well did not constitute a legal injury 
and Was not an act in restraint of inter- 
state commercé and did not violate the 
national anti-trust law. 

Whitwel] alleged that the Continental 
Tobacco Company charged prohibitive 
prices for certain grades unobtainable 
elsewhere, and attached as condition to 
the sale of such goods that tts customers 
should not buy of competing companies 
of the continental company. ‘Whitwell 
had done business with the company on 
this basis for some time. On May 18, 
1902, however, he refused to accept the 
requirements of the company, and, being 
unable to procure goods elsewhere, he 
brought an action to recover treble dam- 
ages under the national anti-trust law. 

The sole grounds for the action was 
the company’s refusal to sell him goods at 
a price which would allow him to make 
a profit on his sales unless he would re- 
frain from handling other goods. 

The court says the action, of the to- 
bacco company did not restrict compe- 
tition between that company and the in- 
dependent manufacturers, who are the 
trust’s competitors, because it left the 
latter free to select their purchases and 
to fix their prices and terms. The court 
Saye: 

“The tobucco company 
petitors were not dealers in articles of 
prime necessity, as corn, or veal, nor 
were they rendering pwblic or quasi-pub- 
lic gervice, like a railroad company. Each 


of them, therefore, has the right to re- 
fuse to sell its commodities at any price.”’ 


The court goes further and says that 
the acts of the tobacco company = are 
nothing more or less ‘than the lawful 
exercise of their unquestioned rights, 
which are indispensable to the existence 
af. competition or the conduct of trade.”

There are few cities that 
are well marked at all, and Biltmore is 
the best in_this respect of any in the 
country, 

“On every corner in Biltmore there 
stands an iron post, 3 feet high, and 
from the top of this post extends two 
arms, one pointing up each cross street. 
These arms are enameled, blue and white, 
the body being white and the lettering 
blue. On the top of the post Is a well- 
protected glass lamp, containing one in- 
candescent globe, which gives plenty of 
light for reading the names of the streets 
easily. 

“Of course in a city as well lighted as 
Atlanta the light ceuld be dispensed with, 
but the post, with its plainly lettered 
arms would be a fine thing for the city 
authorities to install, It would adver- 
tise Atlanta for travelers who come here 
would soon notice it and would comment 
On it favorably for a long time after 
their departure from the city.

WOMAN CLERK 
IN CONSPIRACY 


Anna Dreyer Plotted the 
Downfall of St. Louis 
Postmaster. 


Washingion, November !2.—Postmaster 
General Payne today directed the dis- 
missal of Anna Dreyer, Samuel Kober, 
Joseph Kreyer and Birdie Knoti, clerks 
in the St. Louis positoffice, for alleged 
conspiracy to secure the removal of Post- 
master Baumhoff, of that city. 

These clerks were suspended March 9 
and 10 and their permanent separation 
from the service now ordered. The 
civil service commission a week ago re- 
quested Postmaster Baumhoff's reasons 
for suspending these clerks and on his 
report made a decision sustaining the 
postmaster'’s allegations of conspiracy 
against him. Civil Service Commissioner 
Cooley called on the postmaster general 
today and submtted the commission's 
decision. It is in part: 

“On Friday, November 6, the commis- 
sion requested Postmaster Baumhoff to 
state in writing his reasons for the in- 
detinite suspension of Anna Dreyer, a 
clerk. Mr. Baumhoff has repligd stating 
that he suspended her acting under in- 
structions from the postmaster general. 
The postmaster genera] states that Miss 
Dreyer was suspended because she, with 
others, entered into a conspiracy with 
certain political enemies of Mr. Baumhoff 
in the city of St. Louis to secure his re- 
moval from the public service. At the 
request of the president Mr. Fouke in- 
vestigated this matter and the testimony 
taken by him established the fagt of the 
conspiracy and of the attempt of Miss 
Dreyer and others to secure false testi- 
mony beyond the shadow of a doubt. 
Miss Drevyer's suspension was due to this 
cause.’

Judge Wilkinson Talks. 
In speaking of the movement vyester- 
day afternoon, Judge Wilkinson said: 
“There is a great and pressing need in 


Fulton county for an inebriate sanita- 
rium to which place persons addicted to 
the whtsky or any of the drug habits 
can be sent and then kept and treated 
unti] cured. Numbers of inebriate cases 


endeavoring to have inebriates placed in 
the state insane asylum or by asking 
advice as to what to do with them, and 
the necessity for such an institution has 
been clearly demonstrated. 

‘Il believe that if the institution is es- 
tablished it will prove almost self-sus- 
taining, the city and county having to 
pay only a smal) amount for its mainten- 
ance. The sanitarium can be provided 
with private wards as well as a public 
ward and I am convinced that there 
are numbers of persons who Ayould pay 
to be allowed a course of treatment 
there. In cases, however, where an ine- 
briate should refuse to become an inmate 
of his own accord, he eould be sentenced 
there by the courts, this authority being 
obtained from the lIegislature.”

IN WASTE PAPER 


Grant’s “‘Let Us Have Peace” 
Epistle Found at 
Last. 


Hartford, Conn., November 12.—The 
historic letter of General Grant, accept- 
ing the nomination to the presidency, 
and ending with ‘‘Let us have peacé,”’ 
has been found among some waste puper 
here. 

The letter was addressed to General 
Joseph R. Hawley, president of the na- 
tional union republican convention. After 
General Hawley went to Washington as 
a senator the lette? disappeared and was 
believed to have been lost. Workmen 
taking waste paper from the cellar of 
the Courant building to send to the rag 
man tossed out a bulky envelope, which 
was picked up by the man In charge and 
taken to the office. It proved to be the 
long lost epistle, the last paragraph of 
which reads: 

“Peace and universal prosperity. with 
economy of administration, will life the 
burden of taxation, whfle it constantly 
reduces the national debt. Let us have 


peace.” 
The letter is dated Slav 29. 1868.

LABOR LETS FLY 
AT ROOSEVELT 


His Action in the Miller 
Case Condemned.By.. 
the Federation. 


Boston, Mass., November |2.—President 
Roosevelt's name and his action in the 
so-called Miller open shop case were 
brought before the convention of the 
American Federation of Labor today 
when several delegates criticised his de- 
cision not to discriminate against non- 
union labor in federal employment. The 
question came before the convention from 
the committee on resolutions in the way 
of a report that a resolution on the open 
shop issue be referred to the committee 
of the executive council. The substance 
of the resolution was that the “open 
shop’’ whether under private or govern- 
ment control “cannot be recognized by 
organized labor.’’ 

Delegate J. M. Barnes, of Philadelphia, 
president of the Cigarmakers’ Interna- 
tional Union, declared that President 
Roosevelt's decision was a slap in the 
face for laboring people.” President D. 
A. Hays, of the International Association 
of Glass Blowers, defended the presi- 
dent's action. Eventually the resolution 
was recommitted to the committee from 
which it originated.

General Cotton Gossip. 


Daniel J .Sully & Co., say: Secretary 
tary of Agriculture Wilson, who recently 
visited Texas for the purpose of officially 
invesY¥gating the ravages of the boll wcee- 
vil, has returned to Washington, says 
The New York Journal of Commerce, 
convinced it is improbable that any 
means of eradicating the boll weevil will 
be found; that ft is as wel] anchored as 
the common house fly, and has invaded 
two hundred counties throughout the 
state. (This by contrast with reports 
that jit had been found in but &1 coun- 
ties.) His most important utterances, as 
relating to the present crop, is: ‘‘Prac- 
tically the entire late cotton crop of 
Texas has been destrgyed by the in- 
sect.”°

lowing: 

“Believing that smal) areas intensively 
cultivated are more profitable than large 
areas loosely cultivated. we recommend 
that only so much land be planted in cot- 
ton as can be cultivated. according to 
the most improved methods, and we 
Strongly urge our farmers to diversify 
their crops.”

The horrible predicament of these ne- 
groes was described in a letter from tne 
United States minister resident and con- 
Sul general at Monrovia to Hon. John 
Hay, secretary of state, Washington,. D. 
C., and transmitted by him to Congress- 
man Brantley, of Georgia. 

The publication of this letter has stirred 
a general interest in this part of Georgia, 
| where the negroes were known. 

The movement to bring them back was 
| started by G. Taylor, a leading negro of 
Valdosta. 

Sufferings of Negroes Told. 
The report of Minister Lyons to Secre- 

tary Hay is as follows: 

Diplomatic series, No. !!, legation of 
the United States, Monrovia, Liberia, 
September 23, 1903.—The Hon. John 
Hay, Secretary of State, Washington, 
D. C.—Sir: 1 have the honor to in- 
form you that in the month of Febru- 
ary of the present year a party ol 
fitty-six colored persons, consisting of 
males and femaies and children, lett 
Irwin county, Georgia, as emigrants 
for Monrovia, lAberia, under the lead- 
ership of one B. J. Scott. 

Upon their arrival the Liberian gov- 
ernment did its best to assist th@m in 
overcoming the rigor of the clfmate 
und in supplying tnem with some itood 
until the land which had been given 
them could produce something for their 
Sustenance, 

Since then, however, twenty of the 
number have died, at Cheesemanburg, 
the place assigned them by the govern- 
ment. For the lack of homes they 
were all put in a house of two rooms, 
where they dled one after the other, 
With fever, from want of food and 
medicine. 

Thirty-six of this number still re- 
main in a sickly and destitute condi- 
tion. Sixteen are still at Cheeseman- 
burg. Twenty-two have returned to 
Monrovia; these are ragged, starving 
and homeless. Five of these will re- 
turn to the United States by the first 
English steamer to Liverpool on or 
about the Ist of October, 1903. Their 
transportation having been arranged 
by friends in the United States. 

There being no provision for relief 
in cases of this Kind we had to help 
them from our private purse. We 
soon, however, discovered that we 
could not give much charity. to twen- 
ty-two pefsons for any length of time, 
for food is searce and the prices are 
enormous, 

Owing, your excellency, to the agi- 
tation now going on in the United 
States on the subject of negro emi- 
gration to Liberia by irresponsible 
persons whose literature has wide cir- 
culation among the innocent and poor- 
er class of negroes the question be- 
comes one of gravity for the consider- 
ation of both governments.
